* That the police authorities have 
not relaxed their efforta ‘against 
the presence in the Colony of ‘a 
highly-organized gang of traflick- 
ers in children, is shown by the 
announcement to-day that’ up-to- 
date no fewer than 27 arrests have 
been made of women who “nro 
known to have been engaged in the 
business, . These arrests are in ad- 
dition to ‘male - prisoners, * whose 
number is increasing. 

. At no former period have the 
police been called to give -such at- 
tention to the evil which,” from 
fnolated offences, hina revealed the 
degree ©. to “which | -it haa 
been developed by this large Kank 
of traffickers, 

Aa-was mentioned In/a previous 
report, many children were, : until 
the police moved in. the matter, 
being kidnapped or purchased in 
the country and being brought into 
the Colony in increasing numbers, 
to supply what appears to be a 
locally created market, and under 
conditions which permit of unlimit- 
ed abusey. * 

Women have played a reaponsible 
part in this traffic by acting as 
kidnappers “or ‘purchasera, and 
bringing their charges to this Co- 
lony, for it seems to have been re- 
cognized by the leading spirits of 
the gang that the children are like- 
‘ly to exelte much Jess attention 
when seen in the company of  wo- 
men than of men, 

For several. weeks the police 
have, in different districts of the 
Colony, carried out one raid after 
another, and in the result have ar:
